Pastors, Surely You Can Find No Greater Joy, 
Than Going After the Ones Who have Stray- 
ed Away from the Great Shepherd

A shepherd is one who cares}HE GOETH BEFORE 


for sheep, God hath likened His 
people unto sheep, and in’ so 
doing hath made provision that 
His sheep as well as lambs 
might be shepherded. It is un- 
to the shepherds that God hath 
imposed the _ responsibility of 
caring for His sheep, and seeing 
that they. are properly protect- 
ed. 

After considering the above 
am __ throughly 
convinced that the responsibility 
of a-shepherd is great; greater 
than some of the modern shep- 
herds of today seem to realize. 
I am just wondering if there 
are not thousands of sheep to- 
day that are being destroyed 
all because some shepherds are 
failing to discharge their duty. 

A sheep is harmless, yet will 
not be driven. Here in my opin- 
ion is one of the greatest mis- 


takes that a shepherd can 
make: that is trying to drive 


instead of lead. Sheep if treat- 
ed properly, and are led to prop- 
er pastures and are ‘fed on 
proper food they will follow. I 
read at Jer. 50:6: ‘‘My people 
hath been lost sheep: their 
shepherds have caused them to 
go astray, they have turned 
them away on the mountains: 
they have gone from mountain 
to hill, they have forgotten their 
restingplace.” 

in the second clause 
ahove quotation the prophet 
plainly states that their shep- 
herds have caused them to go 
astray. I am going to make a 
statement right here that I do 
not believe can be successfully 
contradicted; that is the major- 
ity of the blacksliders today are 
hacksliders because some shep- 
herd somewhere has failed to 
do his duty. 

Sheep are ambitious, and rise 
very early in the morning, and 
if the shepherd is not up ready 
to take the lead, and lead them 
in good pastures, they leave the 
camp (Church) and are scatter- 
ed, and become meat for. the 
beast of the forest, (the allure- 
ments of the world.) I have 
known shepherds (pastors) to 
lay in bed until late in the morn- 
ing while their sheep (mem- 
bers) would be: off to their 
work. While the shepherd (pas- 
tor) still slumbered and lounged 
around. I am just wondering if 
it wouldn’t be a good thing for 
the shepherds (pastors) to rise 
early in the morning and while 
their mind is clear and_ their 
body rested, read their Bibles, 
and pray for at least two hours 
before breakfast. Then spend 
the rest of the morning read- 
ing good clean wholesome lit-

THEM, 
and the sheep follow him: for 
they know his voice. And a 
stranger will they not follow, 
but will fee from him: for they 
know not the voice of stran- 
gers.” 

A shepherd (pastor) must 
know the name of his sheep, he 
must know their disposition, he 
must know their location, and 
must know something about 
their vocation in life. Too 
many shepherds know too little 
about their sheep, consequently 
they lose them because they do 


‘not know their sheep when they 


hear them bleat. The pastor 
should not spare time or money 
when it comes to keeping in 
touch with his members. 

A good shepherd will always 
keep the sheep and goats apart, 
as it is recorded in St. Matt. 25: 
32. ‘And before him shall be 
gathered all nations: and he 
shall seyarate them one from 
another, as a shepherd divideth 
his sheep from the goats.” A 
goat resembles a sheep in some 
respects as far as looks are con- 
cerned, but their nature is all 
together different. A goat will 
eat most anything (strange doc- 
trines) they have an odor about 
them that is obnoxious to sheep 
(saints), thens a goat is all the 
time butting: they butt if the 
shepherd feeds good; they butt 
if-he doesn’t; they butt at the 
management; and in fact they 
butt almost everything. 

An old goat is detrimental to 
life and property; he will even 
enaw the bark off of valuable 
fruit trees (saints), and then if 
he could speak a language that 
we Could understand would say, 
didn’t I skin them tonight. List- 
en shepherd: did you ever hear 
an expression like that, or did 
you ever make an_ expression 
like it yourself? If so, please 
don’t ever be guilty of it again, 
for the Lord knows and most 
everybody else knows that the 
poor sheep have been skinned 
now until they are almost minus 
any wool, 

Some shepherds have been 
heard to say that they were not 
getting a support. Perhaps the 
yeason is because they don’t 
take their sheep to good pas- 
ures. It is one thing certain 
that sheep will not grow wool 
unless they are fed; neither will 
they grow wool as leng as they 
are in the fold with a bunch of 
goats. Separate them, and yon 
will get good results. 

A good shepherd will protect 
his sheep. A sheep must have 
protection and it is very neces- 
sary that the fold (Church) be 
kept. in good repair; that is,

The religion of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ has always’ borne 
marks of identity which  dif- 
ferentiates it from all other re- 
ligions of the world, wherever 
true religion ap- 
pears it never fails to show 
these marks of identity. The 
environments and _ conditions 
never hinder the true’ charac- 
teristics from showing forth in 
their true aspects. A few of 
these marks we will notice. 

First: True religion is sepa- 
rate from the world, and is by 
no means a product of ordinary 
means nor of natural origin, for 
the plan to which God strictly 
kept in bringing saving grace 
to men, was notin harmony 
with the trend of this world- 
system. But God resorted to 
the supernatural. It was a 
mystery then and is still a mys- 
tery, to the darkened minds of 
earth’s millions, how that God 


provided a means of Salvation, 
to “save His people from their 
sins.” (Matt. 1:21.) 

True religion saves men from 
sin and separates them from 
the world. Jesus said of His 
disciples, ““They are not of the 
world even as I am not of the 
world.” (Jno. 17:14.) There 
Was a vast difference between 
the early Christians and _ the 
world and the same has been 
true in every age where one 
possessed the good old time reli- 
gion. 

Second: The true religion is 
a pure religion. Purity of both 
heart and life is the very es- 
sence of Bible religion. Jesus 
said: “Blessed are the pure in 
heart for they shall see God.” 
(Matt. 5:8.) Peter said, “Be 
Holy in all manner of conversa- 
tion.” (1 Pet. 1:15.) Sin and the 
pleasures of the world contam!- 
nate the individual.

therefore, there is no need of 
healing, the only thing for such 
people to do would be to rid 
themselves of a mental perver- 
sion. It would not be their body 
that needed help, it would be 
the mind. All such teaching is 
erroneous, unscriptural, mis- 
leading, and will damn the souls 
of people unless they break 
loose from its satanic influence 
Sin is workng its ravages and 
damning its millions. 

Sickness brings the strongest 
of people to its dreaded couch 
to be racked with pain and 
scorched with fever. Death is 
slaying more than one hundred 
and fifty thousand every day. 

Then for us to deny that such 
things exist is worse than the 
worst of nonsense. 

If we had no other evidence, 
just a good case of conviction

very common; but as the 
Church began to slip away from 
its former teachings and prac- 
tices, they became less frequent, 
until the simple faith of the 
early disciples was buried be- 
neath the rubbish of Roman- 
ism; even since then, a few peo- 
ple have held on to God as best 
they could, and our good plan 
of salvation has been preserved 
for us, and in it is provided heal- 
ing for our bodies. Thank God! 

We have no right to believe 
or teach that the gifts of heal- 
ing were granted ,to the early 
Church only. On the other 
hand, the promise Jesus made 
to His disciples shortly before 
He went away are applicable to 
the entire gospel age. (Mark 
16:15-18.) 

Among the other gifts of the 
Spirit is found the gift of heal- 
ing. (1 Cor. 12:8-11.) And 
James gives a direct command 
just what to do when any one 
gets sick. (Jas. 5:13-16.) 

Some people claim that these 
gifts were given to establish the 
claims of Christ and the gospel 


in the early days. This of 
course is true, but the same 
claims need to be established 


now; besides, has there ever 
been a time when the people of 
God had more to fight against 
and overcome than now? 

More than a billion heather 
are to hear the gospel and be- 
lieve, to be saved; millions of fa- 
different sinners (many of them 
are members of some Church) 
at home; thousands of back- 
sliders and worldly, lifeless, and 
powerless Church members, 
who must awake from their 
slumbers, or go swiftly om to 
their destruction, 

They, no doubt, are loaging 
for a real manifestation of the 
power of God to arouse therm 
from the terrible condition into 
which the enemy has_ gotten 
them. 

So the cry for supernatural 
manifestations is greater today 
than ever before, because as 
knowledge increases (as Daniel 
said it would in the last days), 
and science advances, extraor- 
dinary manifestations of the 
power of God are required.

Say, I believe there 
is a great victory just ahead 
and we are not fighting in our 
own streneth; but in the 
strength of the great Shepherd, 
who said that all power is given 
unto Him both in heaven and 
in earth. This can be aceom- 
plished if the law of the Lord is 
submitted to. 

Notice in Hzek. 34:2-6, the 
shepherds of Israel is sharply 
rebuked for their disobedience. 
God here accuses them of feed- 
ing themselves instead of the 
flock, and pronounces a_ woe 
unto them, I am just wonder- 
ing if there are any shepherds 
(pastors) today .who have their 
own interest at heart, and have 
heen greedy and coveteous and 
keep the poor sheep fastened 
up in the fold and beat and club 
and scold. 

Why not lead them out into 
green pastures and let them get 
their soul fed on the good clean 
wholesome Word of God: 
preached with love, backed up 
by the good Holy Ghost, and 
then take them down by the 
still waters that they might 
drink of the water of life. Once 
they get filled up on this water, 
they will have some life in 
them; then it will do your soul 
good to see them run, jump, 
shout. and sing: Then you can 
say, “What a wonderful meet- 
ing we had,” and when the 
storm is over, get right in the 
lead and say like Paul, “Be ye 
followers of men even as | fol- 
low Christ. And lead them in the 
paths of righteousness. 

Do right yourself—lay down a 
good example and be an en- 
sample to the flock; not only in 
religion but in business. Notice 
what Paul said in 2 Cor. 11:24- 
28, in reference to bearins 
things and being an example: 
“Of the Jews five times received 
I forty stripes save one. Thrice 
was I beaten with rods, once 
was I stoned, thrice I suffered 
shipwreck, a night and a day 
I have been in the deep; in jour- 
neyings often, in perils of waters 
in perils of robbers, in perils by 
mine own countrymen, in perils 
by the heathen, in perils in the 
city, in perils in the wilderness, 
in perils in the sea, in perils 
among false brethren; in weari- 
ness and painfulness, in watch- 
ings often, in hunger and thirst, 
in fastings often, in cold and 
nakedness. Besides those 
things that are without, that 
which cometh upon me daily, 





ihe care of all the churches.” 
Be an example in all the above 
things if needs be; stand true, 
live good, and do the right thing 


sheep in the paths of righteon«- 


Lord’s namesakes. 

When you are in a danger- 
ous place do not manifest a 
spirit of fear, but be bold and 


remember that perfect love 
casteth out fear. If a pastor 


manifests a spirit of fear that 
same spirit will fasten itself on 
most of the members; when 
the clouds get dark around you 
and the storm begins to rage, 
then be sure that all the sheep 
are in the fold, and then take 
comfort from the rod and staff 
(the Word of God and the 
Spirit). But a good shepherd 
will not rest until he is sure that 
all the sheep are in; he will 
leave the ninety and nine that 
are safely housed in the fold and 
80 out all alone. He will not 
take a committee or send one, 
but he will go himself. The 
thunder of opposition may roar, 
the lightning of unbelief may 
flash, the storms may rage; but 
on he goes. He does not count 
his life dear unto himself, but 
he must find that one that 
strayed away and is lost in the 
storm, 

I see the dark clouds of de- 
spondency roll around him and 
he is tempted to give up, but 
then he remembers the words 
of the great Shepherd. The 
sood shepherd giveth his life 
for the sheep; he searches until 


he has found that which was 
lost away out on the bleak 
mountains of sin, wounded, 


bleeding and dying, and places 
it upon his broad shoulders and 
carries it to a place of safety, 
and pours in the oil and wine. 
And. once it is revived safe in 
the fold there is much rejoie- 
ing. 

Pastors, surely you can find 
no greaer joy than going after 
the ones that have stayed away 
even more joy than clubbing, 
beating and frailing the ones 
that are in the fold, until they 
die and have to be excluded. 

If these few remarks will only 
be the means of causing pastors 
to consider more carefully th:: 
‘reat responsibility that is on 
them, and cause you to place 
your arm of protection around 
them that need protecting, 1 w:.! 
consider that the. effort put 
forth was not in vain, Amen.
